WASHINGTON, May 3.—Secretary 
Daniels announced today that the first 
daylight. message from the new naval 
eee station “at Darien, in the Panama 
al Zoné, té’the havy radio station at 
Arlington, overlooking Washington from 
the south bank of the Potomac, was re- 
April’ 30.. It was the 
first official message between these two 
links in the chain of high-powered radio 
stations. that the navy will have in oper- 
ation between Washington and the Phil-

The distance ‘from " Arlington to the

direct communication. will. affect:a ma- 
terial saving to the,Government.in cable 
tolls ,as it is expected that in a short 
time all official telegrams of the Gov- 
érnment to the Canal Zone will be han- 
dle@ by the. Arlington-Darien radio 
route. Captain Bullard;said tonight it 
was -not the intention for the present to 
handle commercial messages over this 
radio line, because the business of the 
Government with the vessels of the 
navy and of the War Department with 
the Canal Zone would. be’ of sufficient 
volume for the. capacity ofthe plant. 
* Radio experts of the navy appear to 
be much gratified over the success of 
the Darien station bécause when it was 
contracted for ‘the type of equipment 
selected. was. practically: discredited by 
a majority_.of the.eminent technical: au- 
thorities throughout the* world. The 
Navy Department, however, through its 
own investigations and with the co-op- 
eration of the American mafufacturers 
of the apparatus, had come into posses- 
sion of reassuring data.

LONDON, Tuesday, May 4.—According'

The. Gulflight has ‘a continuous ex- 
pansion trunk between decks, the dsides 
of which are extended by the machinery 
casing, thus forming a deep girder and 
stiffening ‘the ship's: structure. . Out- 
board of this roa trunk are wing 
tanks to be used far light oil in Sum- 
mer weather. The Gulflight was built 
on the Isherwood system of longitudinal

ALLIES’LOST 6 LOST 6 MILES. 
BY BIG GERMAN DRIVE! 


Cas, Attack North. of Ypres Fol-|{? 
lowed Up by Ten Divisions — 
Canadians’ Loss 6,000. 


OTTAWA, May 8,—A statement, sup- 
to Saturday’s eyewitness 
story from Sir Max Aitken, the official 
Canadian recorder, was issued’ by the 
Militia Department foday. . It gives the 
‘Canadian Casualties in the Wattle of 
‘Langeniarck’ as 5,403 non-commissioned 
officers and men killed, ‘wounded and 
missing. Ind¢ludirig officers, the casual- 
ties number about 6,000, 

The statement summarizes the main 
points of the engagement and mientions 
the corps and commanding officers who 
figured in the battle. 


The statement covers much the same 
ground as that given in reports hereto- 


fore made public, but adds as one de- 
tail that the allies lost six ‘miles of 
ground when the first attack was made 
with” gas. : 
“The sitdation on April! 22,” the 
statement. says, “ appears to.have been 
that the Canadians held the extreme 
left ‘of the British lines, covering’ a 
front of 5,000 yards, or about thrge 
miles. To their left were the French, 

and again to the left.of’the French were 
the Belgians. It is understood that 
there was a, main-line of.trenches, with 
a. supporting line ‘a short distance in 
the rear. The first brigade was some 
miles. to the rear in reserve. The guns 
were posted far to the rear. Four heavy 
Canadian guns, it ‘seems, were some 
two oF three miles in rear of the French 
lines.”’ 

On the afternoon of the 22d, after p 
terrific artillery bombardment, the Ger- 
mans: projected dense volumes of gas 
toward the allied lines which, in many, 
cases, proved deadly, and in others dis- 
abled ‘soldiers. 

This was followed by a German ad- 
vance of upward of ten devisions and 
the French and Belgians, oyer a front of 
more than five miles; gave way and fell 
back almost six miles. By the sudden 
retirement of thé ‘French, ‘the heavy | 
Canadian guns which were in the French 
rear fell into. the hands of the Germans.

Relief .Committee’ Describes Aus- 
trian Atrocities in Detail. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—In an ac- 
count of “ Austrian. atrocities given out 
here today by the Serbian Agricultural 
Relief Committee of America these 
statements are made: 

“Four cities and forty-one towns and 
villages have been completely or in 
part destroyed. They have not. been 
pillaged in the ordinary sense of the 
word; they have been totally devastated, 


thihg. they could not carry away. They 
have. poisoned. the wells, have carried 
off ail money: and paper of value inthe 
banks | and: destroyed ‘the books and 
registers, and have’ destroyed all ma- 
terial for teaching in. the schools. 
Churches and monasteries haye been. the 
particular object of hatred. The church 
at Yarebitza, was turned into a stable. 
Young girls were dragged into 
church and violated upon the-holy table. 

‘“‘Innumerable. assassinations among 
the civil population were committed. In 
Zoulkovitch were found masses of men, 
women, and children with their throats 
cut or burned alive. In a ravine lay 
twenty-seven .bodies of men. .In one 
house six sisters were executed. 

** At Chabats, in a hotel where a num- 
berof inhabitants had’ been held, all 
girls over 10 years were violated in the 
pessenhe of. their mothers, who were 

illed with axes if they attempted to 
defend their children. 

“Young-- men and boys were made 
captives-and taken to Austria, in order, 
the Austrians said, that King Peter 
should remain. without soldiers during 
a number of years. All the young men 
of Grouchitch, Pethovitsa, Ribari, and 
Bola Roka, and twenty boys and young 
girls from Tsoulkovitch, ‘were carried 
away.”’ 

Many other allegations of atrocities 
are made, and the names and homes of 
the victims are given.

WASHINGTON IS OPTIMISTIC 





Officials Believe China’s Conces- 
_ slons. Are Sufficient to: 
Avert Hostilities. 


TOKIO, ‘May.3.—The Jiji. Shimpo,, a 
Japanese néwspaper of good standing, 
issued an extra edition this afternoon 
in’ which it- made the statement that 
Japan would send..an. ultimatum to 
China, the Chinese reply’ to the latest 
Japanese communication regarding the 
demands of the Tokio Government be- 
ing considered unsatisfactory.

Most of the Fukien demands are 
granted, with some modifications. 

China is willing to accept the revised 
form of the Hanyeh-ping demand, name- 
ly, that the company shall re n pure- 
ly a commercial undertaking, inalien- 
able to any other power, and that it. 
shall not ‘borrow funds elsewhere than 
in Japan.

URGE RESERVE FOR NAVY. 


National Security League Approves 
General. Board . Proposals. 

The Navy Committee of the National 
Security League, at 31 Pine Street, re- 
ported yesterday the resultsof their in- 
vestigations of naval affairs. "The com- 
mittee approves the chief proposals ad- 
General Board of the 
Navy, with a recommendation that a 
reorganization be made of the military 
branch of the navy. 

Reviewing in detail the. recommenda- 
tions of the General Board, in which the 
committee makes special reference to 
the inadequate number of-cruisers, and 
the fact that none has been authorized 
since 1904, the committee says: 

**In our existing organization the civil 
and industrial branches of the navy 
have been. scientifically developed, if 
not overdeveloped.. But the essentially 
military branch, charged with admin- 
istering and handling the product of the 
efficient industrial branch—that is, the 
completed battleship, cruiser, destroyer, 
or submarine—has been merely embry- 
onic in our Navy Department. 

“Our organization has been. essen- 
tially a peace organization, that in time 
of war. as shown by our wars of 1861 
and 1898, has: had to-be.entirély re- 
modeled.” 

Naval experts, through a budget sys- 
tem, should have cofttrol and regulation 
of expenditures of money, says the com- 
mittee. The report adds: a

Pratt, Chief of the Bureau 
of Foreign and Domestic Commerce, ad- 
dressed the class in foreign trade at the 
New York Stock Exchange yesterday on 
“* Government Aid in Foreign Trade and 
How to Use It.’’

My attorneys. will 
not give up until everything possible 
has been done to save me,”’

evidence. I shall fight this cage as long 
ag there are courts in which to fight.’’

Hopes 2,000,000 Jews Will. Settle 
West of the Mississippi. 


“Jacob H. Wechiff, just returned’ from 
a tour: of seven weeks in the. West, 
where, he said, he found the Jewish peo- 
ple hapier than ever before, in an ad- 
dress--which aroused much enthusiasm 
at the annual meeting of the Hduca- 
tional Alliance last night, called upon 
all Jews to unite to meet the conditions 
brought about by the Buropean conflict. 
He said thet the West was teady to 
welcome the Jews ,and that he hoped 
that at least 2,000,000 would emigrate 
from abroad to the country west of the 
Mississippi, where there was a land of 
plenty awaiting them. 

The guest of honor was Sholom Alei- 
chem (Solomon Rabinowitz) the He- 
brew. and Yiddish author often been re- 
ferred to as the Yiddish Mark Twain. 
He was received with an outburst of 
applause, which lasted for several min- 
nutes. His address, given in Yiddish, was 
the expression of the hope that the 
Jews would emigrate on a large scale. 

Mr. Schiff said he was glad to ap- 
pear at. this meeting where the atmos- 
phere was that of unity on the part of 
the Jewish: people, no matter from what 
country they came, 

“J wish,” he continued, “that my 
Voice could reach across the waters to 
re sag eng people, so that I 
could say to them ‘ Peace.’ ”’ 

His joumay in the West, which took 
him ‘from San Antonio to San Francisco, 
@nd thence, by way of Kansas City and 
Chicago, to New York, was undertaken 
in part to find out something about the 
sentiment in the United States toward 
the Jews.. Everywhere he went, he said, 
he found the sentiment kindly, and he 
added that never before had he been so 
glad that he was a Jew. . 

“ Everywhere I found them happy," he 
said, “(and more are coming. They 
must make ready for many more of us 
who will come here after the war. I 
am glad that Judge Greenbaum said 
there was no division among the Ger- 
man Jew and the Russian Jéw and the 
Turkish Jew. If we want to be success- 
ful in solving the Jewish problem, we 
can only be successful as erican 
Jews. More than ever this is the time 
to be unified.”’ 
| Judge Samuel Greenbaum, President of 
the Alliance, read a report which showed

Panamaian delegates wou © tha eir 
country was not receiving the full bene- 
fits of the Canal, but that with the co- 
operation of the United States Govern- 
ment it would become one of the busi- 
ness centres of the world. By this he 
meant that Colon and Panama will be- 
come naturally great warehousing and 
transhipping points for the big cargoes 
which ‘will pass from East to West by 
the Canal after the war, . 
“*“ With: warehousing,” he continued, 
“ necessarily comes. banking facilities, 
and our banks are conducted along 
American lines. With our finance in a 
stable condition, the result is bound to 
be of great benefit to all. 

“Despite the financial depression .in 
Europe we have not been obliged to ce- 
clare a moratorium, and the general 
business conditions in Panama are good.

GIRL SUES FOR LOST SCALP. 
Factory Worker, Seeking $50,000, 
Removes Hat, Wig, and Cap in Court 
For the loss of her scalp while work- 
ing in a:factory, Miss Mary Haynes, 17 
years: old, of 845 Court Street, Brooklyn, 
asked $50,000 damages from the Cooke 
& Cobb Company in a suit tried yes- 
terday before Justice Kelby and a jury 
in Part III, of the Brooklyn Supreme 
Court. The action was brought in, be- 
half of the girl by her father, Harry, 
and late yesterday afternoon, after the 
jurors had ‘deliberated over an hour, 
Justice Kelby directed them to hand in 
a sealed verdict, which will be opened 
in court this morning. 

‘Miss Haynes,. who was employed in 
the factory of Cooke & Cobb Company, 
manufacturers of stationery at 213 Steu- 
ben Streef, Brooklyn, said that, on Aug. 


14, 1913, she went to a washing foun- 
tain in a corner of the room, nearby 
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which Was an exposed and unguarded 
vertical shaft. She said all the em- 
ployes on the floor had to go there for 
drinking water. As she stood there 
her hair, which was partly braided, be- 
came tangled in the revolving shaft, 
and she was suddenly lifted to the ceil- 
ing.’ Her scalp was completely torn off, 
and she fell to the floor, 

When Miss Haynes had finished her 
story her attorney, John J. Graham, 
former Surrogate of Nassau ‘County, 
told her: to remove her hat, and then a 
wig of brown hair, showing a tight fit- 
ting white skull cap. Then she removed 
the op and.exposea ner scalp. showing 
the effects of her injury. The ‘urors 
took one look: and involuntarily turned 
their heads away. ‘ 

Dr. John H. Long, who attended the 
girl, testified that she had lost a head 
of beautiful black hair. After a vain 
attempt to have the girl’s scalp grow 
hack on her head, the physician said he 
had .to resort to skin grafting. The girl 
was in the hospital for seven months. ~ 

The company set up a defense that the 
accident was caused because of the 
girl’s negligence. She was asked 
whether she knew. of the cloakroom on 
the floor. She dnswered that as the 
room was too small to: accommodate all 
the girls, she and several others used a 
post with hooks, on it in the corner, 
near the drinking fountain.

Methods Cut Death: Rate. 


Typhoid fever is more.prevalent in the 
Far East than in former years. At the 
Philippine General Hospital in Manila 
there was a fairly uniform number of 
typhoid tients during 1911 and 1912. 
Daring the first half of the year 1913 
there was a marked increase. A sum- 

by Dr. Gutierrez of the conditions 
rage” H Government hospital at Manila, 
where most of the cases of typhoid oe 
treated occur among native Filipinos, 
based on a study of 125 Filipinos out ot 
a total of 187 cases admitted to the Phil- 
ippine General Hospital during the two 


years. 
In the Philippines the greatest preva- 
lence is during the Autumn months, 
continuing into the Winter, and declin- 
ing in the Spring. The Filipinos un- 
doubtedly have a lowered resistance coh- 
sequent on their modes of life and lim- 
ited diet. Many patients come to the 
hospital in a hopeless condition, and 
thus help to swell the death rate. As 
the diet of the natives is being improved 
and the cases are admitted to the hos- 
pital earlier in the course of the dis- 
eases, & more normal death rate is be- 
ing pprneched.

| Many “Decks” of Drug Found in 


Harlem Flats by Members 
bers of Special Squad. 


George Peazewell, a powerful negro, 
had Detective Dolan, weight 130, of. the 
Fourth Branch Detective Bureau, two- 
thirds out of a’ window last night, pre- 
paratory to dropping him to a ‘cement 
court four stories below, when three 
detectives, working with Dolan in a 
cocaine raid on Peazewell’s flat at: 261 
West: 124th Street,~-rescued their col- 
league in-the process putting the negro 
in’ a condition which demanded the at- 
tention of.an ambulance surgeon. 
Accompanied by Detectives Boyle, Mc- 
Gowan,a nd Miller, Dolan went to the 
flat. about 11’ o’clock. There was, no 
answer to his knocw, although the de- 
tectives: heard voices inside. Dolan imi- 
tated thevoice of a negro and the door 
opened a few inches, showing Peaze- 
well’s face. Dolan forced himself 
through the crack. The negro grabbed 
him and locked the door. 

Inside were Cecil Jackson, ‘a negro, 
and. Samuel Schlosman, a white man, 
who watched Peazewell carry the little 
detective to the kitchen of the apart- 
ment. The other three detectives, hear- 
ing the scuffle, broke down the. door, 
only to find their path blocked by 
Peazewell’s two visitors. They subdued 
their men and rushed to the kitchen 
just in time to save Dolan from being 
hurled to the courtyard. They used 
their blackjacks freely on Peazewell’s 
head. 

The’ detectives found thirty-seven 
*“decks’ ’of cocaine and six packages 
of morphine in the flat. Peazewell and 
his two visitors were locked up in the 
West 128d Street Station, charged with 
having narcotics in their. possession. 

The police say that Peazewell has 
‘been out of Auburn Prison but a few 
days. They say that Schlosman had 
rit down: from the Bronx to buy co- 
caine. - 

Detectives Fanders, Waterhouse, and 
Judge of Dope Squad from Police 
Headquarters last night raided the flat 
of Grace Arlington, aged 25, at 66 West 
133d Street. They said that as they 
broke down the door she drew five 
** decks ’’ of cocaine from her dress and 
threw them into a stove. The packages 
were rescued by one of the raiders. She 
was locked up in the West 128d Street 
Station. 

After leaving the Arlington flat, 
Squad 3 went to the apartment of Mrs. 
Grace Bostic, .114 West 136th Street, 
where they found her in the company 
of a negro, Joseph Dixon, who said he 
was from Boston. A package of cocaine 
was found under the bed. He was locked 
up charged with having cocoaine in his 
possession and she on the charge of be- 
ing an habitual user of drugs. Shortly 
after midnight the woman was ‘taken 
to Night Court.

** Among us the pede warriors cap- 
tured in thé field are treated with every 
imaginable politeness and well taken 
care of; we send back more invalided 
French soldiers than are sent to us 
from over there What has this mag- 
mp 4 netted ber § Slander in gigan- 
tic sehoods. that are  shrieked 
throughout the world; a refined system 
—no German word will cover the case— 
of torture and martyrdom that is car- 
ried out against the, husbands, fathers, 
and sons of our people in the enemies 
lands; loud, boastful revilings of all the 
decency practiced by rmany. Kind- 
ness and chivalry’ are accounted in us 
as ay ergy and the better enemy cap-

lin J... Stevens, President of the 
- Nassau Boat Club, and a Bronx busi- 
+) .néss man, was elected permanent Chair- 
man of the Pelham Bay Course. Com- 
‘mittee of the New York Rowing Asso- 
clatioh at a meeting held at the New 
York Athletic Club ‘last night. The 
meeting was the committee's first since 
.its thirty members were appointed by 
R. Sturcke, President of the New York 
Association, several weeks ago. Mr. 
Sturcke was chosen Vice Chairman ‘of 
“the Pelham Course Board, Fred R. 
Fortmeyer, New York A. C., the Secre- 
tary, and Harry Lauer, Metropolitan 
Rowing Club, the Assistant Secretary. 

This being the organization session, 
little advance was made in the work 
to get the city to establish a perma- 
neht rowing course of a mile and a 
-quarter at- Pelham Bay. Many sug- 
gestions were made as to'how the duties 
ot the committee should be conducted. 
but no real action was taken, and none 
Will be until Chairman Stevens gathers 
his committee together at a session to 
be held some time next week. 

. Rowing men have come to récognize 
the-fact that the Harlem River is no 
longer fit. for rowing races, and they 
are more. than eager that work should 
be startéd as. soon as possible at Pel- 
ham Bay. Every year the Harlem 

rse- has been becoming more unsuit- 
able and dangerous, and a change has 
been desirable for years. 

One suggestion which may be adopted 
was‘that Mayor Mitchel and the Board 
of: Estimate be invited to inspect the 
proposed course i 

ala. day which would be arranged by 
he association. 

President ‘Storcke spoke for & few -mo- 
ments o nthe new course, and said it 
was his belief that it would cost the city 
little money to go through with the 
roposition. The entire financial out- 
ay. would fall upon the city, but.:the 
rowing clubs of the greater city are will- 

g to co-operate in gay manner desired 
y_the city -authorities. 

There has been talk in rowing circles 
for some.time that clubs along the Har- 
lem that have recently built new homes 
would fight the proposition to take the 
championship course to Pelham Bay was 
without foundation. It will not be neces- 
sary for.the Harlem clubs .to move, for 
only regattas would be held at Pelham 
Bay. The Harlem River could continue 
to.serve as a practise course. 
~"Harny Lauer of the Metropolitan Club 
Submitted a plan to build a 13-8 miles 
straightaway on the east side of the 
Hudson River from Fort’ Washington 
Park. to Spuyten Duyvil. His plan was 
adjudged not feasible, for the property 
along this front is owned by the New 
York Central Railroad, ‘which might at 
atry time decide to build piers in this 
district and thereby spoil the course. 
The Interstate Park Commission would 
not permit @ rowing course on the west 
side of the river.

COAST TO-COAST IN A CANOE. 


A Novel Trip Across the Continent 
Over Its inland. Waterways. 
'. A ‘canoe trip from'the Atlentic $0 the 
Pacific over) the~inland: waterways of 
the country is the novel: trip’ which two 
young New Yorkers propose . making 
during the Spring and Summer. ‘Harry 
Duncan of Flushing and Harry Forman 
of this city, who were. cande compan: 
ions on @ ‘trip up ‘the. Hddson and 
through thé” Erie Canal to Lake Erie 
last Summer, are tthe pioneers in this 
sort of an.outing from coast to coast. 
Sc far as can be Jearned:no such trip 
“has ever before been undertaken ina 
canoe so lightly rigged as their boat of 
the Oldtown model, eighteen feet in 
length, and with a portable motor, will 
be.. The ‘Winter has been spent in lo- 
eating their route and finding the most 
feasible one with the “least possjble 
portage. Their idea has been to prove 
that such: a trip over inland .-waters 
from ‘one edge of the continent to the 
other ,;can be made, and. the seeming 
obstacles of the two mountain ranges 
that will have to be crossed, overcome. 
Starting from Flushing some day this 
week, they will patidle to New Jersey, 
and the first stage of the jeurney wilt 
be through ‘the old Morris and. Essex 
Canal to the Delaware River. Thence 
they will paddle to the Delaware Bay 
and then through the Delaware. and 
Chesapeake Canal to and through Ches- 
apeake Bay to the Potomac. This lordly 
stream wil! be followed to Georgetown, 
where the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal 
will be employed to Western Pennsyl- 
vania, There the first portage ‘will be 
made, the canoe being carried by train 
a few miles to the headwaters of the 
Monongahela. This stream will be fol- 
lowed to its junction with the Ohio, 
down which they will paddle to the Mis- 
sissippi. There will be a short trip up 
this muddy “father of -waters’’ to the 


still muddier Missouri and Kaw to the 
North. Platte. This latter stream will 








be followed to the Yellowstone and 
thence north over its turbulent waters 
to its junction with the Snake River. 
Their plan’ is: to follow this and its 
tributaries to the Columbia, after reach- 
ing which the course to the Pacific 
Ocean will be simple and easy. 

It is for the purpose of overcoming the 
difficulties of navigation in ‘the turbu- 
lent mountain streams that«the motor, 
which can be attached to the. stern of 
the canoe, will be. taken.. Rapids in 
which paddling is extremely difficult are 
common in these. streams, and iti is in 
this section that the most tages- are 
expected, though study of the route, as 
given by travelers and in guidebooks, 
seems to indicate that these will he 
neither so common or lengthy as canoe- 
ists have imagined. Guides write that 
carries through these. mountain streams 
are much less common than in a trip 
through the Adirondacks. Even head- 
waters ‘are said to:-have depth enough 
to make paddling easy, except at the 
few spots where there are falls of a 
few feet in height. 

Whatever of pioneering there is to be 
done will be in this stretch hetween the 
waters of the Snake and the Columbia, 
where the travelers will pass over the 
Divide. But the country is now so ‘thor- 
oughly explored and so well ‘settled— 
for a country in the making from a 
wilderness to a civilized’ community— 
that the venturesome canoelists antici- 
pate nothing but fun in this part of 
their journey. 

The young men expect that the trip 
will take from four to five months. 
During that time they will live mostly 
in the open, taking a canoe tent along 
for shelter. They will carry only ah 
ordinary canoe equipment for their jour- 
ney, depending on the river villages and 
such foraging as may be necessary or 
convenient for their supplies. 

So long a voyage under such condi- 
tions is a record for canoeists. There 
is so much that is appealing in it to 
the lover of life in the open that canoe- 
ists will watch their progress with in- 
terest. Should it be the success the 
young. gentlemen confidently ‘believe. it 
to be, it will be apt to set a. fashton 
in. Summer. outings which others will 
be very apt to follow, as it is so out of 
the commonplace and smells: spicy with 
adventure.

| TRAP SHOOTING HANDICAPS: 


‘ be «nermaied 
Based. by Governing. Body -from 
Monthly Records. 


Because -_New York is but mildly in- 
terested in trap shooting, except in so 
far “ag the men who indulge in the sport 
are concerned—and they are the. wildest 
kind of enthusiasts—little is known of 
the organization which controls the 
sport. des 

Generally. speaking, trap shooting is 
as purely amateur as any sport’in the 
long category.) Yet it is a game ‘of 
pools with a division of. money... prizes 
from those pools. Primarily on account 
of the’.very considerable expense attend- 
ing participation in it; this division. of 
Money.‘from pools is winked at by all 
other ‘governing athletic bodies, and ‘no 


man loses his amateur ‘standing be- 
cause he‘accepts a division of the pools. 


In this respect it is ‘like the pools of 
the golf links. 

Trap shooting is governed by the In- 
terstate’ Association for the Encourage- 
ment of Trap Shooting, an organization 
which has its headquarters at® Pitts- 
burgh, because its ruling spirit, ‘Elmer 
E. Shaner, has. his residence’ there. 
There are kept’ the: records on ‘which 
the handicaps are based.: Those: rec- 


ords are as carefully compiled: as are 
those of professional ball players, of 
amateur golfers, of tennis: players, of 
‘the performances of harness race horses 
or -thoroughbreds, ‘at the ‘respective 
headquarters of the governing bodies of 
each of those »ports. On those: records 
‘are based the handicaps under. which 
men shoot at all the sectional contests, 
the interstate and State contests,’ and 
the crucial test of all trap shooters, 
the Grand American Handicap. 

There is no sport which igs. better or- 
ganized or better conducted, from the 
oint of handicapping,.than trap shoot- 
ng. Averages of all monthly shoots 
are the basis from which the. handicaps 
are worked out. As the records are of- 
ficially registered and published an- 
nually, a novice. with a good head. for 
figures\.can work olit the problem as 
to: whether a given shooter shall fire 
from scratch or from tke 16-yard line 
or at any of the intervening points., The 
rules for handicapping are as inviolable. 
as the laws of the ancient Medes and 
Persians were said to be...Monthly tTe- 
vision keeps them thoroughly up to date. 
So keen ‘are the trap shooters to always 
do: their best that it is to, their .credit 
that there is almost never a charge of a 


trap shooter. ‘‘ pulling’" at any of the}

National “Secretary of .Ath- 
letics” Also .Suggested 
by Chicago Mayor. 


State supervision of. all athletic con- 


charged.is proposed in an amendment’ to 
the..boxing ‘bill. now before the illinois 
Legislature, ~:National supervision of 
rofessional ‘sports may -follow, Mayor 
bompson of Chicago. believes. 

Before the amendment was made it 
seemed quite probable that the bill 
legalizing boxing in the State of llinois 
would: be. defeated. Senator Hull ot 
Chicago made the amendment to the 
original boxing measure, propositig that 
instead of appointing a’ commission for 
the sole purpose of regulating boxing 
contests throughout the State an ath- 
letic commission be appointed, to have 
charge of: all professional sports; and 
that a tax for the benefit of the State 
and sports competitions as well ,be 
levied. : ; , 

The original bilk called for’a tax o 
7 per cent, of the gross receipts. The 
amendment would make it 7% per cent. 
of the net receipts of all professiénal 
contests.. .Half. of the proceeds would 
go direct to the State, and the remain- 
Ing ‘sum would be used in paying’ in- 
structors ‘and coaches in baseball, foot+ 
ball, and other’sports in schools which 
have never been able to afford the 
luxury of. paid instructors. 

Mayor Thompson of Chicago in sup- 
port of the present bill in the Illinois 
Senate, argued for the appointment of 
an athletic commission. He did not évén 
confine: himself to the State of. Illin- 
ois,: but..announced that he would work 
for national supervision ‘of.all sports, 
with a Secretary of Athletics in‘ the 
President’s Cabinet. ¢ t 

In discussing -the situation in Illinois 
regarding the governing of sports -com-« 
petitions, /Lieut. Gov. O’Hara, - said 
recently: , 

“There is no reason why Illinois 
should not take the lead in the conduct 
of sports. ‘The present boxing bill of- 
fers -a. golden opportunity. Supervision 
of. sports by the’ State’-is bound to 
come, and: the, law should be such that 
it would not be- onerous -on those ‘af- 
fected. - e , 

‘“*T think that the big ball clubs in 
Chicago would, be. willing’ to contribute 
to the State, but at the same time I 
believe that 7% per cent. of the 
gross receipts’ would be unpopular. 
Make it-net and no one would object. 
This would not.affect the minor league 
elubs, who do not make money. Sports 
that are not for profit would not be 
affected. , . 

“As for boxing, that would require 
close supervision of the: commission un- 
less a home-rule clause be inserted. 
The duties of the commission would also 
cover racetracks, and wherever harness 
or running: races. were held for profit 
the State treasury would be enriched. 

‘* Here is a chance for the legislators, 
through this amendment, to put’ the 
State of Illinois in the forefront so far 
as sports are concerned. There is no 
reason why this shonld not meet .with 
favor from all classes of people.”

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THIS BILLION-DOLLAR COUNTRY. 

Speaker REED first discovered that 
this was a billion-dollar country. He 
made the discovery in relation to our 
expenses. Secretary REDFIELD has 
made the discovery anew, and in rela- 
tion. to our criches.. He is a little pre- 
mature, to be sure, but his discovery 
is welcome nevertheless. He remarks 
that.this year our indicated credit bal- 
atte, or, what: “abroad” must pay us 
on,account of the excess of exports 
above imports, will be about equal to 
our national debt. That is not an en- 
\tire “novelty in American finance. 
\ For chen Chancellors of the Exchequer 
are- troubled with their deficits. It is 
only the United States which is. wor- 
ried as a rule, to which the present 
year"is-an exception, by its surpluses. 
That is one reason why our Govern- 
ment finance is ‘so bad. If> deficits 
were a rule there would straightway 
be a. reasonable budgét* system, and 
greater care in the levying of taxes, 
and of spending money. 

The Secrétary spends the billion—in 
his mind—as though it were the Gov- 
ernment’s. He,reckons that it would 
build two more Panama Canals, which, 
by the way, the country almost 
paid for out of its pocket money, a 
sort of investment which it is not nec- 
essary to amortize.

It belongs to the people, who 
would object to its being taxed away 
from them, and who, nevertheless, are 
being taxed for comparable sums, 
which are being spent not so wisely 
that additional taxes. would be wel- 
come. There is no Waste like. raising 
tax money for Government expendi- 
ture, and yet it constanfly is’supported 
on the idea that in some way there is 
profit in providing funds for--Govern- 
ment trading. 











GOVERNMENT § SHIPPING: AGAIN. 

Secretary REDFIELD rejoices at the 
unprecedented balance of foreign 
trade, and is sure that it would. be 
larger if the Government would sup- 
ply ships to carry cargoes whence-and 
whither American. commerce. desires 
them to go. This is in the familiar 
American manner of thinking of 
American commerce as an American 
affair, a matter .of exports rather 
than of imports. Not even Secretary 
REDFIELD can: complain of lack ‘of 
cargo capacity for our.,exports. Their 
volume is amazing withqut assistance 
from a Government shipping line, If 
there is need of more shipping it is 
for imports, and the difficulty. is that 
the imported goods are not being. pro- 
duced,. still less sold. .The check to 
foreign production and the inability 
of foreigners to pay for’our goods 
with their goods is the check to our 
commerce rather. than the lack of 
shipping. That is the explanation of 
the war orders, which. are the back- 
bone of our exports of goods rather 
than of agricultural products. There 
are. particular~ exceptions, of course. 
Germany would be glad to:send us 
dyestuffs in exchange for cotton, for 
one thing. But, speaking. broadly, 
the check to commerce femains what 
it was, chiefly a’disturbance of eredit 
and production and-.of military hin- 
drances to distribution.

Now there are none. The reason is 
that English and French merchants 
gave Argentina credits which enabled 
it. to buy from them. Trade followed 
the ¢redits and shipping followed the 
trade. That is now in process, of rés 
versal for our benefit.. Argentina's 
European orédits have been stopped, 
for no fault of ‘hers. She must bor- 
row elsewhere and can only borrow 
here. She will not have to trade here, 
but she will do so naturally, and the 
shipping will be provided .by thos¢ 
who are under compulsion to trade, 
that is by Argentina. Our trade with 
Argentina. will bee optional, Argen- 
tina’s trade with us will be influenced 
by her credits here. In order to pay 
her borrowings with her goods she 


will provide the costs of the operas 
tion, including the cost of shipping. 
If there are profits in the operation 
there will be opportunity for us to 
share them, and with no unnecessary. 
thanks to Government. 

The trade with Iceland is too small 
a matter for Government to trouble 
about, but it is providing its own ship- 
ping through the necessity of selling. 
Another vigorous factor in the estab- 
lishment of American shipping is the 
foreign trade of the trusts, the Steel 
Trust, the Oil Trust, the Frutt Trust, 
and others. They are under the ne- 
cessity. of finding foreign outlets and 
they provide the shipping. The Nor- 
wegian-American Line is promoted 
by the Union Carbide Company. ‘The 
list is extensible. In all cases: the 
trade precedes the shipping, and_ it 
can hardly be imagined that if the 
trade did not exist it would be

brought to life by shipping which 
could not exist- without Government 
support. Secretary BrrYan ably sup- 
ports Secretary REDFIELD in this idea 
of Government assistance to trade, in 
the Republican manner rather than in 
the Democratic, although they are 
Democrats. Secretary BRYAN’ pub- 
lished a list of things..which- Holland 


vide the shivping. Otherwise Holland 
would buy elsewhere. ‘Where, it may 
be asked? The reason why Holland’s 
trade is less readily supplied with 
shipping lies on the surface. It is in 
the war zone and subject, to obstacles 
and costs which a Government line 
could not escape. In fact, a Govern- 
ment line running to Holland might 
cost the Government difficulties com- 
pared with which the promotion of 
trade is insignificant. The Govern- 
ment has a great deal to do without 
mixing with trade, and trade will be 
very well pleased if the Government 
will attend to its governing. 

The idea that Government is al- 
ready doing almost too much about 
shipping is entertained by not a few. 
The La Follette Seamen’s bill is a 
distinct addition to the costs of Amer- 
ican shipping and a discouragement 
to Government shipping. as well as to 
any other on a commercial basis. At 
the meeting of the Cunard Company |. 
in the middle of April the Chairman 
rejected the idea that’ the Cunard 
Company owes its success to the Gov- 
ernment subsidy. Mr. BootuH asserted 
that if Great Britain paid-for its mails 
at the United States rate the Cunard 
Company would receive $250,000 more 
annually than under its British agree- 
ment, The suggestion that the Gov- 
ernment is too liberal with the funds 
it uses to aid shipping is not. en- 
couraging to the proposal that it shall 
spend more.

A sufficient explanation can be found 
in a condition of intense public excite- 
ment, produced. by a particularly atro- 
cious murder following others of the 
samie sort for which nobody had been 
punished. That brought strong pressure 
on the Atlanta police promptly to offer a 
solution of the latest mystery, and it is 
not in that city alone that such pressure 
has led to Hasty action, afterward from 
various motives too long persisted in.

*‘ Well,. fhat is ludicrous, but I have. made 
jt & point motto interfere with the sanitary 
departméht,” ‘ Cénditfons ‘forced him to’ da 80° 
afterward, 

If Colonél Gorgas had pald attention to the 
prevention. of pneumonia by securing in the 
quarters of the bachelors drying rooms fr 
the wet’ garments of the men, and had he 
seen to it that screening for the quarters 
both of the bachelors and the married fami- 
lies was of the quality for which the Govern- 
ment paid, and had hé provided in the hospi- 
tals one Of the greatest essentials to the res- 
toration of health, namely,’ good food; great 
suffering among the men and their families, 
much illness and many deaths would have 
been obviated. It was commonly understood 
that whatever was undertaken in the depart- 
ment of Colonel Gorgas was at an enormous 
expensé, Had conditions continued which ex- 
isted at the time that Colonel Goethals be- 
came Chairman of the commission, we would 
not today be able to point to a finished canal. 
One of the recommendations made to Mr. 
Taft was that Colonel Gocthals should be 
given power and held individually responsible, 
and if he failed, then some one else should 
be put in his place. While legally such a step 
never was taken, Colonel Goethals’s position 
as an autocrat was recognized by pe offi- 
cialis .at Washington as the only feasible 
method of securing the construction of the 
“Canal. 

Nothing, except drainage, was more essen- 
tial to the prevention of malaria than proper 
screening for the*homes, and yet Colonel 
Gorgas ignored the fact: that the quality sup- 
plied by his ‘pet Commissioner was of such 
inferior grade that it split and permitted the 
mosquitos to enter the quarters very soon 
after it was put upon the houses, This and 
other glaring items of neglect are well known 
by many who were there. A petty attack of 
the character made by Surgeon General Gor- 
gas against Major Gen. Goethals is absurd. 
With due regard for his scientific knowledge, 
which, undoubtedly, has been of great hu- 
manitarian value, it has often occurred to 
those who were familiar with the shortcom- 
ings of the sanitary department before 
Colonel Goethals took charge of this work 
that undue credit has been given a very in- 
effective administrative officer.

I looked at 
the walls. Am I fifteen years .older.or are 
these the. same studies that. hung in my 
time? There are those cha 1 drawings 
delicately tinted with color, or the heavy 
Hne brush..and ink aketches with bolder 
color, and further on I sée the freer, ‘‘ more 
artistic’’’ work in full color. I said to my 
friend: “‘Look up there at those objects on the 
rack; now, quickly back to this group of 
studies (?). Up there méllow, subtle grada-

And, look, there is the same view 
from the windaw—the red-roofed school and 
the. bridge towers in the distance. Why 
have not a half-dozen seen that. a halt- 
dozen different ways?’’

ment.’ My friend, an absolute layman, re- 
marked, ,‘‘ Somebody is trying to imitate 
Flagg.’ - A pen and Ink or a brush and water

sand variations in technic. Is it true that 
real technic is the result of knowledge and 
comes - spontaneously with’ the “attempt to 
express; or, is it to. stick out all over the 
wotk. killing what is expreésed and hiding 
what one does know? 

Thefe are certain art magazines which, if 
taken. up today and a thumb run over their 
pages, show in the composite color effect of 
their pages no differerice from a copy ten 
years old of that same publication if it were 
looked at in.the same way. I do not know 
whether it is bias or lack of perspective on 
the part of the editors. My convigtion is that 
such &@ magazine should keep the reader in 
touch with the times no matter what the 
tendéncy. ; , 

The value of musical notes and rests, har- 
mony and counter-point are the same today 
as when Beethoven composed; yet, what a 
difference in the ultimate result expressed 
if those ‘compositions be ‘compared with 
Puchini or Strauss! Drawing, pigments, the 
laws of contrasting, harmonious and comple- 
méhtary colors are identical with those em- 
ployed by Inness that: Jonas Lie uses today— 
you all -know?the contrast in the effects ob- 
tained. .A ‘school should advance in its 
teaching with the spirit of the times, It 
should -encourage experimentation, Yes, it 
would even be of no harm if it were ahead 
of its times!

Though ‘‘ The Spoils of ‘War'’ is-a 
theatrical protest against ‘the ruthless- 
ness of an invading army, yesterday 
was distinctly Berlin’s day at the Pal- 
ace, for the popular writer of popular 
songs had a part in nearly every num- 
ber on the bill. Himself indefatigable, 
Irving Berlin seems to have every one 
else worki for him. At least his 
“Bird of Paradise’’ was played by 
the Palace orchestra, rattled off by 
Bessie Clayton’s attendant band, sung 
by his own protégée, Helen: Rook, and 
finally warbled_ by Fritzi Scheff. The 
little Viennese prima donna found it 
received with such favor that she 
forthwith sang “for the first time on 
any stage’’ an entirely new and un- 
published Berlin song, called ‘‘ When I 
Leave the World Behind,” wherein, 
after the rest of the universe has been 
divided into prodigal bequests, the 
testamentary emotions of the. singer 
are set forth in a lavish refrain, con- 
cluding thus: 

I jeave the moon above 
To those who love 
‘Wheh I leave the world behind. 

Or words to that effect. Miss Scheff 
Sang it often and, for that matter, so 
did Mr. Berlin himself, “(who wandered 
down the aisle at Miss Scheff’s invita- 
tion, having chanced by the greatest 
good fortune to be in the audience just 
at that moment. .

“ Goyescas,” a Spanish Work, and 
Additions to French “Repertoire— 
Gatti-Casazza Sails Today. 


General Manager Giulio Gatti-Casazza 
of. the Metropolitan Opera Company, 
who will sail for Italy today on the 
Ancona after putting through a season 
of. opera threatened with more diffi- 
culties than any New York has seen of 
late years, gave out yesterday his-accus- 
tomed statement telling the make-up of 
the company for next season, the novel- 
ties contemplated, and other matters of 
operatic interest. It had been awaited 
with more than usual. interest this year 
because of the many rumors of changes 
that were. in the air. 

‘With the single exception of Mme. 
Emmy’ Destinn, however, none of the 
singers of first rank is to be absent. 
Geraldine Farrar’s name appeared in its 
accustomed place among the sopranos. 
She will rot be heard during the first 
part of the season next Fall on account 
of her concert engagements. It is under- 
stod that Mme. Destinn, who has gone 
abroad, will return next season to make 
a’ long concert tour. Elisabeth Schu- 
mann, who\ was heard here for the first 
time this season, does not appear on 
the new roll, nor does Dinh Gilly, fhe 
Algerian-French baritone, who did not 
sing this year. because the Austrians 
have held him prisoner on Mme. Des- 
tinn’s estate in Bohemia. The only 
other important change is that Clarence 
Whitehill, the American baritone who 
sang last season in ‘‘ Parsifal’’ and 
‘*Carmen,”’ appears on the list as a 
regular member of the company for the 
first time in several years. 

Among the new engagements is that 
of Maria Barrientos, a Spanish colora- 
tura soprano widely known, who was 
engaged by Oscar Hammerstein for his 
last season of opera here, which the 
courts forbade. She has sung at the 
Scala in Milan and the Covent Garden, 
Buenos Aires, Warsaw, Madrid and 
Paris Opera Houses, among others. 

The other women newly engaged are 
Edith Mason, an American lyric’ so- 
prano, who has been a member of the 
operas at Nice and Marseilles; Helen 
Warrum, a young American, who sang 
lyric réles with the Chicago Opera Com- 
pany and afterward in Europe, and 
Julia Heinrich, the daughter of Max 
Heinrich, a famous German lieder sing- 
er, who established himself here many. 
years ago. Miss Heinrich sang two 
recitals in New York this séason after 
an absence from the concert stage of 
several years. She has sung at, the 
Hamburg opera. 

The new men singers engaged are 
Henri Scott, bass, who held a promi- 
nent position in the Chicago Opera 
Company, and Giuseppe De Luca, bari- 
tone, who is well known in the opera 
houses abroad for his. singing of prin- 
cipal baritone réles. He has appeared 
at the Scala, Milan, and in the opera 
houses of ‘Rome, Naples,’ Lisbon, Petro- 
grad, Buenos Aires, and Covent Garden. 
Another new engagement is that of 
Carl Holy.as stage .manager. He comes 
from the Grand. Ducal Opera of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin. 

Arthur Bodansky, who is to conduct 
German opera in place of Alfred Hertz 
for the first time next Fall, is an Aus- 
trian. by birth, and a pupil and former 
associate of Gustav Mahler. 
‘Among the new operas announced for 
production is ‘‘ Goyescas,’’ a Spanish 
work, with book by Periquet and music 
by Bnriques Granados. It will be sung 
in -Spanish, .bringing this language to 
the répertoire of the institution for the 
first time. Borodine’s ‘‘ Prince Igor,” 
which was to have been done last season 
but could not be prepared in time, fig- 
ures among the works announced. 
The French répertoire is to be strength- 
ened by the addition of Bizet’s ‘‘ Les 
Pecheurs de Perles’’ and Saint-Saéns’s 
‘‘Samson et Delilah,” neither of which 
has been sung at the Metropolitan for 
many years. Other novelties and revivals 
will be selected from a list comprising 
Wolf-Ferrari’s ‘‘ The Jewels of the Ma- 
donna,’’ Zandonai’s ‘‘ Francesca di Rimi- 
ni,’’ Flotow’s ‘‘ Marta,’’ Fevrier’s ‘‘ Gis- 
monde,’’ Kienzl’s ‘‘ Evangelimann,’’ and 
either of Gliick’s Iphigenies. 
Messrs. Toscanini and Polacco are re- 
engaged as conductors, Richard Hage- 
man receives the title of ‘*‘ conductor and 
assistant conductor,” and the others 
named as assistant conductors are Anton 
Hoff, Frederick Jacobi, Gennaro Papi, 
Francesco Romei, Hans Steiner, and 
Willy Tyroler. Giulio Setti will be 
chorus master, Edward Siedle will be 
technical director, and Jules Speck, stage 
director. Mlle. Rosina Galli is -re-en- 
engaged as prémiere danseuse. 
In his statement Mr. Gatti-Casazza 
gives for the first time the répertoire of 
the imperial Russian ballet under Serge 
Diaghilew, to which the last four weeks 
of the season is to be given over.

Arnold Daly, who entered some weeks 
ago upon a season of Shaw’s comedies 
at the Garrick, gathered his company 
about him last evening, moved up to 
the Park Theatre, and marked the oc 
casion by a revival of ‘‘ Arms and the 
Man.” This play has been seen twice 
in New York before, but there have 
been long intervals between the pro- 
ductions, and there must be many 
among this season’s theatregoers to 
whom it is new or but dim!y, remem- 
bered. In general excellent the present 
performance scarcely measures up to 
the recent reviviA of “You Never Can 
Tell,” but it has its admirable moments 
and is decidedly worth a journey to Co- 
lumbus Circle. 

This comedy, wherein the _ Irish 
dramatist sings ‘‘arma virumque’’ sa- 
tirically, is as fresh as if he had planned 
it especially for the Granville Barker 
invasion of New York. He did write 
it in the early nineties, and while many 
a play conceived: and produced since its 
first presentation has grown yellow in 
the intervening years, those years have 
left no mark on ‘‘ Arms and the Man.”’ 
It is not merely that its substance, its 
wit, and its satire have not staled, but 
its dramatic manners are all the man- 
ners of today. With this comedy and 
its bright companions Shaw anticipated 
and helped to shape the theatrical fash- 
ions that now prevail. 

It was ‘‘ Arms and the Man,”’ with its 
deft suggestion that all is very iikely to 
be humbug in love and war, which 
prompted e engaging ‘‘ Chocolate Sol- 
dier’’ and its. insidious ‘‘My Hero’”’ 
waltz, which for some reason was ig- 
nored by last evening’s orchestra. As 
the incorrigibly matter-of-fact soldier 
with knapsack full of chocolate 
creams and his father’s will full of 
tablecloths, Arnold Daly plays with de- 
lightfully quiet humor and grace. His 
first act exhaustion is so perfect that it 
becomes almost infectious and his ex- 
ceptional gifts as a cOmedian are in full 
play in his later encounters with the 
persistently romantic Bulgarians. His 
performance and those of George Gid- 
dens as the reactionary Major Petkoff 
and Montagu Love as Sergius amply 
reward the visitor to the Park. 

Doris Mitchell, who appeared to such 
excellent advantage as Gloria Clandon, 
is distinctly disappointing as Raina. She 
plays with an, extravagance bordering 
on burlesque. This is emphasized by her 
unexpected disposition to roar forth all 
her speeches. : Raina’s heroics can hard- 
ly be whispered, but they need not be 
shouted. In vociferousness she vies with 
Miss Sutherland. These two were pos- 
sibly haunted by the consciousness that 
they had just moved into an uncom- 
monly large theatre, but, while the Park 
is somewhat more spacious than the 
Punch & Judy, it is not as large as 
Madison Square Garden. 

Stanley Dark does well as Nicola, and 
Fania Marinoff, who enters Mr. Daly's 
forces for the réle of Louka,. plays. it 
with understanding and just the proper 
devilry. It is quite the best thing she 
has done in New York. The company 
really should assemble before this even- 
ing and agree on some one pronunciation 
of Louka’s name, and at the same time 
Mr. Love should either seek to convert 
his associates to his own notion or aban- 
don his preference for calling Raina 
Raw-eena. 

The rs settings are more nearly 
passable than those thrown together for 
**You Never Can Tell,”” and while they 
are pretty paltry, they may possibly be 
excused as tending to reflect the ideals 
of interior decoration attained in Bul- 
garia by 1885. 

Although a widespread acquaintance 
with Bernard Shaw has not existed in 
this country much more than a decade, 
nearly twenty-one years have passed 
sinee the first New York performance 
of ‘‘ Arms and the Man.”’ It was played 
in London for the first time in the 
Spring of 1894, and on the following 
September it served to launch the sea- 
son of Richard Mansfield and to open 
the newly completed Herald Square The- 
atre. Mansfield; of course, played 
Bluntschli. The Raina was Beatrice 
Cameron, the Louka Amy Busby, and 
the Sergius Henry Jewett. 

When Arnold Daly made his revival in 
the Spring of 1906 these rdles fell to 
Chrystal Herne, Bijou Fernandez, and 
Aubrey Boucicault. By that time Shaw 
had come into his own. Mr. Daly has 
since played the part on the road in 
America an dhe has even oath it in 
London. . Indeed, it was during the Lon- 
do nengagement that he and the Irish 
draamtist had the falling out of which 
the echoes served as lively advance no- 
tices of Mr. Daly’s present season. 

That season is now transferred to the 
Park Theatre, where ‘‘ Arms and the 
Man’’ isto hold the boards the first 
half of each week, with the remaining 
days devoted to ‘‘ You Never Can Tell.’ 
Then, if we are good, Mr. Daly may 
give us ‘‘ Candida.”’ 


‘OLIVE HARPER DIES. 








Bronx Congressman Had Just Ar- 
rivéd In Philadelphia—His Career. 

Colonel Joseph A. /Goulden of -the 
Bronx, Congressman from the Twenty- 
third: New York District, dropped dead 
yesterday afternoon in the: Broad Street 
Station of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
in Philadelphia on his arrival to attend 
a meeting of the Board of Directors of 
the Penn Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany, with which he had been associat- 
ed for more than forty years. 

Colonel Goulden had just been on a 
visit to the family homestead near Ta- 
neytown, Md., which had been, in the 
family for seven generations. In spite 
of the fact that he was in his seventy- 
first year, he had been apparently in 
first-rate health right up to the moment 
of his death. 

Colonel Goulden, who lived at 2,433 
Creston Avenue, the. Bronx, left a 
widow and three children, Maurice 
Goulden, who was associated with him 
in business, and two daughter, Mrs. 
Mary B. Blanchard and Sister Regina 
Fidelis of the Order. of Sisters of Char-. 
ity. The body arrived in»this city last 
night. The interment will take place 
at ‘Taneytown. 

‘Colonel Joseph A, Goulden was ‘born 
on Aug. 1, 1844, at Gettysburg, Penn. 
Hé was educated at the Eagleton Insti- 
tute,at Taneytown, Md., and at 18 years 
became a school teacher. In: 1864 he 
enlisted at Philadelphia in the United 
States Marine Corps and rose to be a 
non-commissioned officer, serving in the 
North Atlantic, Potomac, and James 
River Squadrons. He took part in a 
number of naval combats, particularly 
in the hot fight at Drewry’s Bluff, when 
his ship was raked by the fire of the 
batteries which lined the southern ‘shore 
of the Potomac. He was mustered out 
at the close of the war, and declined 
the appointment of Second Lieutenant 
in the regular army. 

He again. resumed teaching, and. was 
soon appointed Principal of the high 
schoo] at Emmitsburg, Md., and after- 
ward at Martinsburg, W. Va. In 1870 
he engaged in the insurance ‘business 
in Pittsburgh with the Penn Mutual 
Life Insurance ne oo of Philadeli- 
phia. From 1882 to 1886, while he was 
a resident of Pittsburgh, he served on 
the staff of Governor Pattison of Penn- 
sylvania. He took up residence in this 
city in 1889, when he was appointed 
General Manager of the Penn Mutual 
Life Insurance Company. He later es- 
tablished the firm of J. A. Goulden & 
Son, General Agents, 180 Broadway. In 
November, .1892, he was appointed a 
Commissioner of Education in this city 
by Mayor Grant, and he held that posi- 
tion until Jan. 1, 1896. 

He was elected to Congress: on the 
Democratic ticket from the Highteenth 
Congressional District, which then had 
a population of 450,000 and was the 
largest Congressional District in the 
country. He was re-elected in 1904, 1906, 
1908, and 1912, representing the Twen- 
ty-third District at his last election. He 
made a storm in Congress in 1906 by 
remarking that his company had to pay 
$10,000 graft at Albany and that the 
job of State Senator was worth from 
$50,000 to $100,000 a year, most of which 
was paid by the insurance companies. 
In 1913 Colonel’ Goulden ran on the 
Democratic ticket for President of the 
Board of Aldermen, but was beaten by 
George McAneny. 

Colonel Goulden was formerly a mem- 
ber of the Board of Managers of the 
State Reformatory at Morgana, Penn, 
He was a member of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Soldiers’ Home at Bath, 
N. Y. He was: Secretary of the com- 
mission which erected the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Monument in this city, Past 
Commander of the Winifield S. Han- 
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Veteran Author and Newspaper 
Writer Was Widow of Col. D’Apery. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., May 3.— 
Olive Harper, a widely known author, 
died early today at the home of her 
son in this city. She was the writer 
of sixty-eight books, and in addiion, Prad 
translated from tne French many de- 
tective stories by Maurice Le Branc, 


and other works including Pastor Wag- 
ner’s ‘‘The Simple Life.’’ In private 
life she was Mrs. Helen’ Burrell 
D’Apery. . 

Helen Burrell was born in Tunkhan- 
nock, Penn., in 1842, and was taken to 
California by her oo in 1851. In 
1870 she: was commissioned by a syndi- 
cate of newspapers to go to Europe and 
write descriptions of life in the various 
capitals. hile in Vienna she married 
Colonel D’Apery, a French engineer in 
the Turkish Army.

A campaign to raise $25,000 to provide 
exercise and education in, gardening -for 
several hundred boys at a time from the 
more congested parts of the cify has 
been started by a volunteer cémmittee 
at the instance of the Bronx Society of 
Arts and Sciences. The committee; which 
has the custody of a sixty-five-acre plot 
in Bronx Park between the Zoological 
and Botanical Gardens, is composed of 
Mrs. Steven B. Ayres, wife of «the ex- 
Congressman, Chairman; Henry Clews, 
Treasurer; Thomas W. Whittle, Com- 
missioner of Parks of the Bronx, and 
Dr, William A. Murriil, Assistant Direc- 
tor of the Bronx Botanical Gardens. 

“Our big purpose,"’ said Mrs. Ayres, 
in outlining the projected work, ‘‘ is to 
provide health insurance for the coming 
generation. Of course, we hope to rescue 
many boys from the crowded tenements 
and give them health and a useful occu- 

pation, but this will be only a means 
to an end. By teaching them practical 
gardening we hope to interest them in 
the Work and in outdoor life so that 
when they come to marry and make 
homes for themselves they will want to 
Settle in the country or at least in 
the outskirts of the city where they can 
have their own little garden plots. 

‘““We believe that if the children of 
immigrants are saved from the influénce 
of the city streets before they have’come 
too much under that influence, they will 
prefer later to live healthy and whole- 
some lives in the open country. 

“To give our work the best chance for 
success, therefore, we sitall begin with 
boys who are just leaving school. Our 
selections will be made from the lads 
between 14 and 16 years of age who have 
reached the 7A grade and have obtained 
‘their working papers, intending to leave 
school for work. The great majority of 
boys of this class are unable to obtain 
work and gradually change from school-. 


children to the idlers and criminals, It 
is such boys whom we want to interest 
in gardening before the transformation 
has begun. Also we shall take boys 
only from the homes where there are 
no facilities for gardening. No boy who 
has a back yard or access to a vacant 
lot where he may make his own garden 
will be taken.’’ _ 

The plot where the experiment will 


be made has been donated by Com- 
missioner Whittle, and Dr. Murrill has 
consented to teach the boys how to be- 
come gardeners. The first class, it is 
hoped by the committee, will be made 
up from the boys leaving school next 
June, who will be started on a two- 
year course in gardening. Not only will 
they have practice on garden plots al- 
lotted to them, but they will be taken 
through the Botanical Gardens and 
shown the work of experts, Also, lec- 
tures on practical gardening illustrated 
with lantern slides -will form. part of 
the course. 

For those boys who show special apti- 
tude, a post-graduate course in commer- 
cial farming will be given. The object 
of this will be to encourage and enable 
boys who want to make their living on. 
farms to do so, Those who take the 
two-year course, Mrs. Ayres said, will 
be able to have gardens of their own

working at their gardens. Commissioner 
Whittle has provided baseball! fields and 
arranged for instructive trips through 
the Zoological and Botanical Gardens. 

Another feature of the undertaking will 
be that the boys wiH be allowed to take 
many of their products home for use by 
their families. Selections from the flow- 
ers and vegetables will be made for ex- 
hibition purposes, but the boys will get 
the bulk of what they produce. Also the 
committee hopes to make some arrange- 
ment whereby the carfare of the boys 
between their homes and the gardens 
will not be a tax on the young gardeners 
or their families. 

Mrs. Ayres was careful to emphasize 
that the garden plan was not intended 
to take the place of public school gar- 
dening, but rather to supplement it. 

‘No y who has opportunities for 
gardening in any c school will be 
received by us,” 8 d. “Our idea 
is to have only the boys who would be 
absolutely deprived of opportunity for 
gardening.”’ 

The plan to raise the $25,000 estimated 
as needed for the success of the plan 
has already begun.

THE CUSTOMS SERVICE. 


Recommendations Approved by the 
Treasury Department. 

The Treasury Department has made 
public the - recommendations of last 
year’s conference of Collectors of Cus- 
toms held at the Custom House in this 
city, together with the action of the 
department on the suggestions, which, 
to be effective, require adoption by the 
department. The recommendations re- 
late to both the personnel of the serv~- 
ice and regulations affecting the tran- 
saction of business. 

The department concurs in the re¢-

CHINA’S HEALTH NEEDS. 


Commission Reports Cpposition to 
Our Methods Waning. 

The report of the commission to study 

medical and health conditions in Chine 

reveals the tremendous need for bet- 

ter medical, hospital, and nursing serv- 

ice in that country. The commission 


believes that better teaching is the first 
step, and with that idea it studied care- 
fully existing medical schools. Seven- 
teen schools were visited, together with 
various universities and secondary 
schools, both missionary and govern- 
mental, and a Sarge‘number of hospi- 
tals, Everywhere the lack of funds, 
personnel, and equipment for effective 
work was apparent. In only one or 
two medical schools was there anything 
that resembled adequate teaching fa- 
cilities. 

The central government maintains 
schools at Peking and Tientsin, and 
there are government-supported schools 
in some of the provinces. Missionary 
medical schools are found in almost 
every province. In only a few places 
were adequate hospitals found, but 
many, mostly under missionary man- 
agement, were doing good work under 
great. difficulties. The need for med- 
ical work. in China is great, and the 
opportunities for progress in all lines 
are equally great, the report states. 

Though there is opposition in some 
quarters to Western medical methods, 
this is rapidly breaking down, and the 
ebjects of the commission were ap- 
roved by officialg and prominent cit- 
zens. he commission recommends 
that the foundation undertake medical 
work in China in co-operation with mis- 
sionary and other ex & institutions; 
that a high standard be maintained 
for medical instruction, which should 
be in the English language; that the 
time is not ripe for large public health 
work on account of lack of suitably 
trained men, though existing hospitals 
should be assisted and two model tu- 
berculosis hospitals established; that 
the first’ educational — organized 
should be at Peking, Goasibie. in 
connection with the exist ng Union 
Medical College; that the Christian Col- 
lege for medical education ‘at Canton 
and the Yate Mission at. Changsha 
should be assisted, and that the oe 
competing medical schools at Shanghai 
both under erican auspices, ahould | ¢ 
be made over into a single. institution.

STOCK DECLINE A FACTOR 


Remarkably ©Small Specula- 
tive Long Interest. 


Cotton was weak and unsettled yester- 
day and prices experienced a further 
sharp reaction with a net Joss at the 
close ranging from 17 to 20 points. ‘The 
bear pressure noted recently’ was ap- 
plied at times and this succeeded in dis- 


fledging considerable cotton held by Wall 


Street houses where sentiment was ad- 
versely affected by the decline in stocks. 
Bears naturally made a good deal of 
capital out of the sinking of the oil ship 
Gulflight, and Cotton Exchange experts 
‘on international, politics: were’ engaged 
in discussing the incident and its ‘effect 
upon relations between this country and 
‘Germany. : 

Judging from the action of the market 
the decline is due largely,.if not almost 
entirely, to technical considerations, The 
market efficiency of the various bull 
arguments apparently had been reduced 
by constant reiteration and the bear 
raids of the last week have disclosed a 
condition resulting ‘from buyers either 
being timid or well supplied with con- 
tracts: The. recent liquidation, however, 
has shown that a reniarkably small 
speculative Jong interest exists, con- 
sidering the extent of the advance, This 
at least is true locally where the specu- 
lative element have taken their profits in 
cotton and: have turned _to stocks on: ac- 
count of the activity in that market.

Chinese began to import the drug in 
their junks from India. It was not 
before the second half of the eighteenth 
century that the importation of opium 
began to increase rapidly through the 
hands of the Portuguese, and a little 
later through the famous East India 
Company. In 1770 the English estab- 
lished’ an opium depot in Lark’s Bay, 
south of Macao, and the traffic rapidly 
increased, so that very soon the Chinese 
authorities began to complain, and in 
1820 an edict was issued forbidding any 
vessel having opium on board to enter 
the Canton River. 
A system of contraband followed, then 
litical friction between England and 
a, and the so-called opium war, 
Which culminated in the Treaty of Nan- 
king. (1842,) by which five ports” of 
China were opened to foreign trade, and 
in’ 1858 opium was admitted as a legal 
article of commerce.
